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EAUTY reigns, war or no war, and even a 
world engrossed in conflict cannot restrain 
the ardor for physical loveliness. 


This may be taken for granted, yet it is rather 


remarkable that inventive genius, which might be 
thought to have been turned wholly to wax, has 
been as busy as ever in seeking new aids to beauty. 
a. bmui 01 \vasmngton patent reeoras, ana a. sur- 
vey of the invention field, show that those who 
may be seeking helps toward, a correction of facial 
(Jpfioipnoy pre not likely to be left without fresh 
sources of support. 


Many of the new inventions, while they are 


not wholly new in principle, for moulders of 
features were long ago put into Operation, are new 
in detail of use, and some of them are radically 
. 


different from any hitherto proposed. Conspicu- 
ously, there are provisions for accommodating the 
woman who wishes her features to bo somewhat 
different. 


The "Nose Shaper" 


For th6 latter, purpose there are a number of 


recent inventions, curiously interesting. A "nose- 
shaper" Is one of them. It is patented by Ignatius 
Scares of Framingham, Mass., who describes hia 
contrivance as meant "especially for altering and 
improving the shape of flat noses, one-sided noses, 
upturned noses and noses with distended nostrils." 


One should realize that the nose is a plastic 


organ, at least in young people. A girl begins 
life with practically no nose at all. In childhood 
even the bone is soft. The cartilage or gristle 
which makes up the bulk of a nose does not be- 
come really hard until after adult years are 
reached. 


Nowadays the average young woman begins to 


entertain aspirations to beauty early in her teens. 
Then Is the time to use the nose-shaper, while as 
yet the cartilage is soft 
She cannot alter tha 


size of the organ, but she can modify its form. 
Would she have a classic Grecian nose? The 
ambition Is at least measurably within her reach. 


The contrivance here referred to consists most 


importantly of a nose-piece of sheet aluminum, 
thin enough to be bent easily. 
It is lined for 


comfort with chamois skin and has a projecting 
tongue which, when bent into position, clamps the 
bottom of the nose and helps to nohl the device 
in place. Aiso, If desired, It may press upon the 
cartilage between the nostrils and so reshape the 
bottom of the nose. 


The nose-piece, duly adjusted, is held in place 


by bands or tapes sewn to the chamois skin lining. 
These are buckled behind the neck of the wearer, 
and, to make the affair perfectly secure, are then 
carried up and buckled across the forehead.

Once in position, the nose-piece Is bent into 


the shape desired for the nose. 
If the organ is 


too fiat, it is pinched outwardly; if one-sided, the 
metal is made to press against the side toward 
which It turns, and, if tip-tilted, the end of it 
may '*3 pushed downward. Slight but continuous 
pressure is relied upon to accomplish the wlshed- 
for result. 


no serious discomfort, says the inventor. For an 
Illustration, open to everybody's observation, of 
the malleability of the nasal organ, Mr. Scares 
calls attention to the fact that, owing to the habit 
of wiping and blowing the nose with the right 
hand, the human proboscis in nearly every indl- 
vidiual points markedly east. 
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fill mouth—the feature on which expression mainly 
depends—is rarer yet. Hence the reason for^a de- 
vice newly patented by Estelle Hannig of San 
Mateo, Cai. It is a hard-rubber plate, made in ona 
piece, and shaped to the mouth and face of th« 
•wearer. 


The plate Is fashioned In such wise as to at over 


and around the mouth and beneath the nose, with 
extensions to cover the cheeks. The opening for 
the mouth is of a size to allow the lips to protrude 
and its outline, according to the inventor, "so 
formed as to produce the Cupid's bow effect that 
is everywhere admired." 


Improving the Mouth 


The upper and lower edges of the mouth 


opeutug ar« ourveu. ouiwa.ru, so as 
lu give uia 


lips the fulness consistent with the prevailing 
standard of beauty." The upper edge presses 
downward and the lower edge upward. But all 
the edges of the plate are slightly upturned, so 
as not to make lines in the face. 


The contrivance, which is attachable to the head 


by flexible bands, is designed hot only to shape the 
lips, but at the. same time press and "iron out" any 
lines around the mouth and nose. Such lines at the 


, corners of the mouth or running from the nose 
, to the mouth-corners are particularly undesirable. 


The extensions or "wings" that cover the cheeks 


extend upward to beneath the eyes (being hol- 
lowed and shaped to fit the contour of the face), 
and "compress the rolls of fat or flesh there ac- 
cumulating." In this way they are supposed to do 
away with hagginess under the. eyes. 


An invention patented by Lor«|z D. Cornish of 


Cincinnati is designed exclusjvfely^for the removal 
of those worst and most malignant enemies of 
womankind—wrinkles. 
It is declared to be a 


great improvement on the relatively old-fashioned 
idea of attaching an adhesive tape in such a way 


as to keep the skin stretched during the hours ol 
sleep and thus smooth out the •wrinkles. 


The device is of utmost simplicity. It consists 


of a thin, springy strip of metal, curved In shape, 
•with clips at both ends to hold two pieces of 
court-plaster. A vertical wrinkle, let ns say, di- 
vides your eyebrows. You want to get rid of it. 
Well, then, you have simply to press the two ends 
of the metal strip slightly toward one another, at- 
tsrh thft T>!PO^ of oonrtDlapter. and. when thev are 
firmly stuck, let go. 


Treating the Complexion 


But, after all, the prime essential of beauty is 


the complexion. No woman can be really pretty 
without a gopd skin. To secure this advantage, a_ 
clever Bostonian, Marie Pinault, has invented a" 
new kind of face mask, meant to be«worn at night, 
It is of two thicknesses of'silk, with a number 'of 
little pockets on the under side next to the face, 
to contain powdered medicaments. 


There are apertures, of course, for the eyes, 


nose and mouth. 
The mask is quilted, so to 


speak, by a series of horizontal and vertical lines 
of stitching, by which it is divided into scores of 
tiny compartments. Each of the latter is' slit on 
the inside to form a pocket, which is sewn up after 
being filled with the requisite medicament. The 
whole affair is held secure by tapes connecting it 
T\ ith a band that encircles the crown of the head. 


There are also such things as dimples. What 


woman is there who does not desire them? Some 
girls are born with them; they simply cannot help 
having dimples. But, for those who have them 


not, there is a means whereby they may be sup- 
plied. It is furnished by the invention of Susan 
Watson of Baltimore. 


Her patent is for a wire mask to be put on 


when going to bed. The time to acquire dimples is 
while one is asleep. By an arrangement of screws, 
blunt pegs of wood are made to press upon the 
cheeks and chin at the points where dimples ar« 
wanted. 
A- few nights with the.--mask on and 


there are distinct imnressions in the flesh. Ke«p 
It up for a while and you will have the dimples, 
says Miss Watson. The mask Is rather uncom- 
fortable, to be sure, but, as the French say, it is 
worth while to suffer in order to be beautiful. 


A Boston woman, Fanny C. Batcheller, is the 


originator of a contrivance by which, "bat ears"—• 
a very common deformity, usually attributable to 
the careless practice of tying a child's baby-cap 
behind the ears, or some such foolishness—may 
be at least measurably cured. It is merely a strip 
of thin steel, bent hoop-fashion in such a way as 
to pass from the tip of one ear over the head to 
the tip of the other" ear, holding both flat Worn 
at night for quite a while it may be expected to 
remedy the mischief. 


Olive. L. Mays of Bvanston, Wyoming, has 


thought out a scheme whereby cheeks no longer 
young may be artificially plumped—a main de- 
sideratum, of course, being that the camouflage 
shall be proof against detection. For this pur- 
pose she provides flat, oval pieces of cellulojd, to 
be worn inside the cheeks and fastened to the 
teeth, so that they are fixed in position and cannot 
come loose.

land of beauty! Well, St Patrick, having a tender 
heart, was moved by the grief of the reptile and 
told him he could stay in the depths of a lake 
up in the Galtee mountains.

etry, the dressing of buckskin, etc. Evidence of the astonishing devel- 
opment they attained in the former art is' found -in the collection of 
baskets placed in several of the museums of the State, notably in the 
Golden State Park Museum in San Francisco and the Oakland Museum, 
where the E. L. McLeod collection of Kern river baskets is to be seen. 


in form, 
basKetry is equal 


weave, 
fineness 
of stitch, 
careful 


choice of material, exquisite shading 
of color, astonishing fertility and in- 
dividuality of design and accuracy in 
execution to hnv basketry of the 
knowix world, and when one knows 
the symbolism of the designs it re- 
veals a people full of sentiment, 
joiythological 
feeling, 
historic 
or 


racial fidelity and religious aspira- 
tion. 


The Indians of the mountains were 


also excellent weavers, but they were 
of a very different type to those of 
the valleys. The latter were domestic, 
peaceful, and almost lazy In their 
natural indo'lence. On the other hand, 
the mountain tribes were active, war- 
like, fearless, aggressive and brave. 


The Indian is .essentially conserva- 


tive, and tliough the vices, of our civil- 
ization have depleted his numbers 
until there Is- not now one-twentieth 
of the number that used to roam 
throughout the state, we find In those 
furthest removed from active Inter- 
course with the American many of 
the habits, customs, ceremonies and 
Ideas that were common among their 
ancestors centuries ago. From these 
we find that the primitive Indian cai. 
give us many remarkable and won- 
derful things. For instance, he gives 
'•us grandeur of outlook. He lives 
out-ol-aoors—on tne plains, in nature, 
in the forests, in the canyons, on the 
mountains. He has great, grand, wide 
outlooks. He sees far. He trams his 
eyes to see Into vast distances. He 
knows all about the sunrises, and 
sunsets, the cloud£ the rising and 
falling of storms, the rising and set- 
ting of the stars. His mental vision 
Is also enlarged because he sees far. 
He knows the solemn mystery of vast 
distance, of a solitude he cannot 
fathom. 


OF POETRY. 


He Is full of poetry that Is the re- j 


suit of his constant and deep com- 
munion with. Nature. 
It is not so 


much a poetry of words, as; one of 
feeling and life. 
Occasionally when 


he seeks for verbal expression he be- 
comes wonderfully gifted, . and the 
spseches of Indian orators that have 
b«en recorded are by no means exag- 
gerations of the universal thought of 
most Indians. 


The aborigines are the original Call- 


fornians. How long they have been 
here our scientific experts have not 
jet determined but we' do know that 
they were found here by the earliest 
explorers. 
_ 
• 


„ And to a far greater extent than 
most people are aware* they have 
affected our -literature and civiliza- 
tion. 


Without the Indian there would 


have been no Mission epoch, the de- 
velopment of. jio Franciscan Mission 
architecture, 'np"literature upon .the 
work of the'•padres, no Mission Play, 
no novels of the JJamona type. Yet 
Bamona made as^great an'Impression 
upon American literature .as, possibly, 
any novel yej written by an Amer- 
ican. 


But even directly-the Indian has In- 


fluenced our literature. He, himself. 
Is a literature-creator, and, as an in- 
ventor of literary power, we owe him 
our grateful allegiance and thanks. 


It is not necessary that literature 


be written to exist. Homer's great 
«plc was not put into written v form 
until centuries after the blind bard 
left the earth. The songs of -the 
Troubadours are as truly literature 
as the works of Virgil or Horace, yet 
they were not written, possibly, until 
long centuries after they were first 
sung. The Indians have their tradi- 
tions, their nijUis, tliclr legends, their 
folk-lore 
stories. 
Some of 
these 


show an inventive genius greater than 
that of any of our modern makers 
of literature. Tho latter have the 
models of all ages and all countries 
to guide them; the products of the 
master minds 01 the pnst art ns stimu- 
lants to them; but the Indians were 
pioneers and inventors in this field. 
They had nothing but the original 
sources of inspiration to help them. 
Nature alone was thoir teacher. Hence 
their stories have that "imple, child- 


that refusal to be tied to logical or- 


der, 
and that introduction of tho In- 


congruous that we find In the stories 
of our own children. 


Thousands, o£ the faioiies oi the In- 


dians that might' have enriched our 
literature have been lost through our 
own culpable ignorance, carelessness 
and Indifference. The Indian rhapso- 
dlsts are fast passing away In Cali- 
fornia, as elsewhere, and only here 
and there have a few of their legends 
been preserved. Those that we h^ve 
reveal them as a very different peo- 
ple from what many of our writers 
have believed and taught. The popu- 
lar but ignorant conception of the 
California Indian Is that he was de- 
graded beyond even the average of 
Indian degradation. 


This characterization of the Indian 


is effective" and striking, but It la 
false. A far clearer and truer pros- 
entation of the real Indian of Cali- 
fornia Is given by Jeremiah Curtin In 
his "Creation Myths of North Amer- 
ica," a book which deals entirely with 
the creation stories of the Indians of 
the northern portion of California, 
and from which In a subsequent ar- 
ticle I shall quote. 


CHANGEFUL EPOCH. 


pastoral life of the California Indian 
was little affected by the first coming 
of the white man. CabriHo's entrance 
into the harbor that was afterwards 
named after the patron saint of Spain, 
San Diego, 
produced little change 


upon the life of the primitive in- 
habitants, but, necessarily, it was the 
keynote of the complete disappear- 
ance of their civilization. The epoch 
of 
discovery extended, practically, 


les<3 than 200 years, and this epoch 
has more or less colored our literature 
and shaped its spirit. 


Then came the changeful epoch of 


Franciscan Missionization. This wa« 
an upheaving time. The meeting oC 
the two elements was far more fate- 
ful than any of its participants con- 
ceived. The religious teaching of tho 
Franciscans and their system of civil- 
izing their dusky charges completely 
changed California and left an Im- 
press upon our literature, inspired it 
with a spirit that we sincerely hope 
will never die. 


Major J. W. Powell gives a vivid 


picture of the way the Indians trans- 
mitted their stories and how it be- 
came possible for us of the white 
race to actually .write them down so 
that people of an alien tongue and 
conditjons can read them. He says: 


"In every Indian tribe there is a 


great body of story lore—tales pur- 
porting to be the sayings and doings, 
the history of the gods. Every tribe 
has one or more persons skilled in 
theVelation of these stories—preacii- 
ers. The long winter evenings are set 
apart for this purpose. Then the men 
and women, the boys and girls, gather 
about the camp-fire to listen to the 
history of the ancients, to a chapter 
in the unwritten bible of* savagery. 
Such a scene is of the deepest inter- 
est 
A'camp-fire of blazing pine or 


sage boughs Illumines a group of 
dusky faces Intent with expectation, 
and the old man begins his story, 
talking and acting, tho elders receiv- 
ing his words with reverence, while 
the younger persons are played upon 
by the actor until they shiver with 
fear or dance with delight. The Indian 
is a great actor. The conditions of 
Indian life train them in natural sign 
language. Among tho two hundred 
and fifty or three hundred thousand 
Indians,in the United States there are 
scores of languages, so that often a 
language Is spoken by only a- few 
hundred or a few score of people; 
and as a means of communication 
btlv.ecn tribes spealtlng different lan- 
guages, a sign language has grown 
up, so that an Indian Is able to ta«k 
all over—with the features of his 
face, his hands and feet, the muscles 
of his body; and thus a skillful 
preacher talks and acts, and, Inspired 
by a theme which treats of the gods, 
he sways his savage audience at will. 
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points 
a 
moral — the 
mythology, 


theology, religion, history and all 
human 
duties are 
taught. 
This 


preaching is one of the most Im- 
portant institutions of savagery.^ The 
whole body of myths current in a 
tribe is the sum total of their lore— 
their philosophy, their miraculous 
history, their authority for their gov- 
ernmental institutions, their social 
institutions, 
their habits and cus- 


toms. It is their unwritten bible." 


Charles F. Lummis, in his Man 


Who Married the Moon," comments 
sagely upon the subject 


"What an Indian wishes to per- 


petuate must be saved by tongue and 
ear, by 'telling down,' as were tha 
world's first histories and poems. 
This oral transmission from father 
to son Is of sacred Importance with 
the natives. 
Upon It depends the 


> Cltemehievi Indinn Houre on. 
the Colorado River. 
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like directness and inconsequence, And ever as he tells his story hel 


preservation of the amusements, the 
history, the beliefs, the customs, and 
the laws of their nation. 


"A people less observant less ac- 


curate of speech and memory, would 
make a sad failure of this sort of 
record; but with them it is a won- 
derful success. The story goes down 
from generation to generation, al- 
most without the change of a word. 
The fact that it is told in 
fixed 


metrical form—a sort of blank verse 
—helps the memory. 


"Here in Isleta, the quaint pueblo 


of the Teewahn, I became deeply in- 
terested not only ln*the folk-stories 
themselves, but also in the manner 
of handing them down. 
Winter Is 


the season for story-telling. Then the 
thirsty fields no longer cry for water, 
tho Irrigating- ditches have ceased to 
gnaw at their banks, and the men 
are often at leisure. Then, of an 
evening, If I go over to visit some 
vecino (neighbor), I am likely to 
find, in the great adobe living-room, 
a group of very old men and very 
yourg boys gathered about the quc^r 
little corner fireplace with Its blazing 
upright sticks. They, too, have come 
a-visitJng. The young men are gath- 
ered in another corner by themselves, 
eating roasted corn, and talking in 
whispers so as not to disturb their 
elders, for respect to aso Is tlic cor- 
nerstone of all Indian training. They 
are not required to listen to the 
stories, being supposed to know them 
already. 


"Tlio room Is long and lo~, and 


overhead aro dark, round rafters— 
tho trunks of straight pine trees that 
uf-ed to purr on the sides of the most 
famous mountain In New Mexico. 
The walls are white as snow, and you 
would never Imagine that they are 
built only of cut sods, plastered over 
and whitewashed. The- floor Is of 
aciobe clay, packed almost as hard 
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as a rock, and upon it are bright- 
hued blankets, woven in 
strange 


figures. Along the walls are benches, 
with wool mattresses rolled up -and 
laid upon them. Ey and by these -Ri'ii 
be spread upon the floor for beds, 
but just now they serve as cushioned 
seats. Over in a corner are strange 
earthen jars of water with little 
gouni Clppers floating, and here and 
there upon the wall hang bows and 
arrows i.i sheaths of tb/e tawny hide 
of the mountain lion; queer woven 
belts of red and green, and heavy 
necklaces of silver and coral, with 
charms of turquoise—the stone that 
stole its color from tho sky. 


"There Is a fireplace, too, and we 


are gathered all about It, a dozen or 


ir. ore—for I have become an old 
friend here. 
But it is not like the 


fireplace where the little sister and 
I used to roast cur apples and pop 
our corn. A wee hearth of clay rises

Suffice it to say a vast wealth of 
them exists. Mythology is th» term 
used to designate the superstitions of 
the ancients The Century dictionary 
snjs: "A myth is a story In,which tha 
operations of natural forces and oc- 
currences in human history ar« repre- 
sented as the actions of Individual 
living beings, especially of men, or of 
Imaginary extra-human beings acting 
like men." 


Legends may be myths, but they 


also include any unauthentlo. Im- 
probable or 
non-historio narrative 


that has been handed down from 
early times. Thus, the story of th» 
origin of the Indians of Southern 
California told later on, Is a myth, 
while that which describes the battls 
between Tauquitch and Algoot Is a 
legend. 


Folk-lore, among ourselves, Is tha 


survival of the beliefs In myths, 
legends and superstitions which w» 
have outgrown. With tho Indians It 
It their present-day belief In th» 
stories of the past. 


The mythology of the Indians la 


interesting and valuable as it shows 
us the methods of thought of tha 
child mind of the race, and thus cer- 
tain stages in the growth of our own 
powers of thought. One great diffi- 
culty in dealing with the subject Is 
that it Is hard for the civilized mind 
to think as simply as does the In- 
dian. To fully understand we must 
become as little children and accept 
all the fairies and ghosts, the roh- 
llns and dragons that used to be so 
real to us. 


In reading the following typical 


stories we must remember the wld« 
difference between the sure knowl- 
edge of tho unknown shown by tha 
Indian and the fact that the- wiser 
we become the less we find we know. 
For Instance, to tho Indian every- 
thing Is understandable—he can ex- 
plain everything, just as a child can 
explain all about fairies and goblins, 
but to the civilized mind, though It 
has discovered the law of gravita- 
tion, It knows that It doesn't know 
what It !s.

v^ERY fresh record of the barbarous* treat- 
ment .of women, growing out of the tragedy 
of war "has aroused anew the anger of the 


civilized world. It n:ay "uave been an accepted fact 
of history that women pay a frightful price in war, 
but the world had come complacently to believe 
that the worst martyrdom belonged to the past— 
to days of pagan war. 


Prussia's war has revealed the survival o£ the 


Instincts believed to have been eradicated by time. 


When the first stories of atrocities in Belgium 


came to the consciousness of mankind there was 
Incredulity. It was unbelievable that in the 20th 
century deliberate and bestial'cruelty should run 
amuck in a helpless land. But testimony has so 
often been brought from the very scenes in which 
tttey were enacted that incredulity was forced to 
waver. Belief at last became inevitable. 


Moreover, the Prussian himself felt no chagrin. 


To a type of man capable of making a joke of 
the most horrible crimes such crimes were no 
matter for concealment, a baby crucified on a 
barn door being an immense amusement, mur- 
dered mothers and outraged young girls became a 
commonplace incident The shudders of a world 


Death of Brun Haut"—vividly symbolizes the 
cruelty of which the modern world is seeing but a 
slightly different version. 
Poor Brunhilda was 


dragged at the heels of a wild stallion until death 
mercifully ended her torture. 


That master of the Huns, Attila.makes all other 


human beasts of history look tame. His treatment 
of women is pictured as transcending in ingenious 
horror anything recorded elsewhere. 


The Modern Hun. 


But anger against the modern Prussian is not 


based on history. In the confusion of races It in 
easy for the Prussian to detach himself from the 
Hun or even from the Goths. Men are to be judged 
by what they are rather than by theories of -de- 
scent. And it is by his own record that the Prus- 
sian is pilloried before mankind. Today's growing 
list of disasters to womanhood is enough to convict. 


Miss Burlelgh, a war correspondent, as was her 


famous father before her, says, "When you hear o£ 
a batch of sixteen or twenty Belgian civilians being 
aliot down, it is because their women are wanted." 
In describing an eye-witness story she adds: "He 
went to investigate screams and through a window 
saw a woman stripped and bound, with sixteen 
German officers standing about her." 


Thousands of such narratives may only repre- 


sent one side of a story. It may be claimed that 
the most circumstantial accounts are biased, that 
they may be invented or distorted. But the num- 
ber is very great and the testimony is very ex- 
plicit. Also tho strong supporting factor Is the 
Prussian declaration of principles, the Prussian

contempt for what the rest of the world calls de- 
cency, the Prussian,ridicule of pledges, and, above 
all, positively known and frequently exemplified 
Prussian attitude toward women. Only a recogni- 
tion of this attitude is needed to explain the treat- 
ment of women by Prussians in the"captured cities 
and villages of Belgium and France. 


T A Carnival of Crimes. 


• War loosens the bonds that hold men, no mat- 
ter of what race, but there Is a line beyond which 
ordinary human creatures do not go. These are 
purely individual restraints that are supposed to 
prevent ttie extremes of atrocity. Unless the testi- 
mony so familiar to those who have studied the 
calamities of the war are unanimously untruthful 


. the Prussian has made a carnival of crime against 


woinen.. 


"That his philosophy makes this easy Is shown 


by the latest reports of the Prussian attitude tow- 
ard the'women of his own land and the lands of 
the allies he dominates. These reports suggest, 
and more than suggest, a desire to gain "cannon 


fodder" for the future by smashing the 
traditions of marriage and the home and 
'setting up promiscuous relationship. 


Francis Cribble, the British writer, 


cites a typical incident in the strange 
propaganda now infecting Germany: 


"On top of these reports we get a 


pamphlet, published at Cologne by a cer- 


tain Herr Karl Herraann-Torges, setting the stamp 
' of philosophic approval on these polygamous (or 
rather, polyandrous) proceedings. • The title of 
this-remarkable work is 'The Secondary Marriage 
as the Only Means for the Creation of a New and 
Powerful Army and the Purification of Morals.' 


Now Preaching Polygamy. 


"It preaches polygamy as a religion and ex- 


pounds it as a program for the rapid regeneration 
of an empire weakened by heavy losses in the field 
and impaired vitality at home. The scheme pro- 
pounded—to be worked out by 'the women and the 
clergy, assisted by the state'—is, broadly speaking, 
as follows: 


"It is to be 'up to' every German spinster, on 


attaining a certain, age, to contract an alliance—to 
be styled a 'secondary marriage'—with some mar- 
ried man to whom she feels affectionately disposed. 
In order that unpleasantness may be avoided, It 
will be 'up to' every legitimate wife to give her 
free and amiable consent to her husband's extra 
conjugal amours. 


"In order that the secondary wife may feel 


quite sure she is an honest woman, she must wear 
a secondary wedding ring of elegant and readily 
recognizable design. But the union will not be 
permanent. It will be dissoluble at any time at 
tho wish of either party, and If neither of the 
parents has any love for the children resulting 
from It, the state will take charge of them and 
bring them up to some useful calling. 


"The immediate fortune of the infants, there- 


fore, will be that of foundlings; and in the end, 
the boys will become a caste of soldiers like the 
Turkish Janissaries, and the girls a caste of do- 
mestic servants in time of peace, and inanition 
workers in time of war. All that, admittedly, in 
order that Germany may recover quickly from her 
losses and rear a fresh breed of Huns to overrun 
Europe again in another 20 years' time." 


A Swiss newspaper, commenting oa this situ- 


ation, says: 


"We assert that If the German nation, and all 


German women in particular, do not repudiate 
with furious indignation this filthy propaganda on 
the part of a state which is utterly materialized 
and has fallen away altogether from every kind ot 
Christian civilization, they are assuming a' dis- 
grace- that, can never be wiped out."

vidual crimes of this sort is expressed in the com- 
ment of-a recently returned traveler. "The duty 
of th«- allies to punish Germany for her crimes 
against laws and against ordinary human-decency 
is the-greatest obstacle to peace," he asserted. 


Beauty in War Gardens 
I 


T isn't necessary to go without flowers in the 
war garden, even though nothing hut vegetables 
are grown. Some of the vegetable blossoms are 


as hajidsome Ets any flowers to be found in a regu- 
lation flower garden. In truth, thousands of peo- 
ple grow scarlet runner beans solely for their blos- 
soms, training them over trellises and fences. Yet 
this bean is one of the most useful vegetables. 
In England it is grown by the acre for city mar- 
kets. There is no need to lack flowers if the scariat 
runner bean be grown in the war garden. 
Al- 


though not widely introduced as yet, there are 
new varieties with white and pink blossoms. 


Sunflower seeds are not used on the table but 


they are valuable for feedingj>oultry. A combina- 
tion of sunflowers and scarlet runner beans will 
keep any garden beautiful for months. It is onlv 
necessary to plant the sunflowers at the end of 
the garden or along tho fence, or perhaps border- 
ing the walk and to allow scarlet runner beans to 
cllinb the stalks. Put in the sunflower seed when 
the bean vines are about a foot high and strip off 
the lower leaves of the stalks. 


Few persons know the delicious sugar pea 


which is eaten pods and all like the string bean! 
Yet it Is a valuable crop for the war garden, as 
none of it Is wasted. The blossoms of the sugar 
pea are almost as beautiful as those of tLe sweet 
pea, although without perfume. 


In gardens where cucumbers usually succumn 


to the blight, martynia may be grown as a sub- 
stitute. Martynlas cannot be used as fresh vega- 
t.ibles, but they make excellent pickles. The blos- 
som resembles an orchid and is so handsome that 
martynias are sometimes grown in flower gardens 
merely for their ornamental value. 


Many other vegetables have flowers which, aro 


handsome to look upon, so that no war gardener 
need feel that he is depriving himself unduly if 
he ploughs up his flower garden this year in order 
to have more room for growing war vegetable

This is the message Mrs. Frank H. Bliss sends out to the boys and girls 


of the country in an attempt to be of assistance in bringing the gieat war to a close. 


She says that the boys and girls can help their country almost as much as their big brothers who arc over in 


the trenches, by making English the language that everybody speaks. 
Mrs. Bliss is a member of a group of 


people which is called the Committee of One Hundied. 
It is a Committee which advises the Council which 


belongs to the United States Bureau of Education. The advice it gives is all about making Americans out of 
die men and women who have come to this country from all parts of the world, who love America but who 
have never learned her language. 


"Your duty is to help the little sons and daughters of these people to know our language so that they will 


talk it all the time. Don't take up their words when you are playing but persuade them to take your English 
words. 
English is a beautiful language and we should all love it and teach our foreign-born brothers and sisters 


to love it, too. 


"Ask the boys and girls if their fathers and mothers speak our language. 
If they do not, ask them to go 


to free niglit schools where they may learn it. Find out where the nights-schools are in your disliict. 
You can

Do you. know what that means? It means that you are going to point 


the way to the grown-ups to patriotism.

k HE Children's i'ear, which will be inaugurated on Saturday, 


Apr!! r, th» r-n"'vr>T«pry nf thf>-»rm'aTice of the Vmtrrl States of 
America into the world war, will be given over to a nation- { 
wide campaign on the part of the Children's Bureau and the 
Woman's Committee. Council of National Defense, through the 
department on child walfare to save the lives of at least 100,- 


000 of the 600,000 babies under one year of age who die in this country 
annually. "Wherever women have gathered together during the past week 
it has been to devote their attention largely to this tremendously Important 
service which Is demanded of them during the coming twelve months'. 


There haa com* from Dr. Jessica 


Peixotto of the faculty of the Univer- 
sity of California who isiat present in 
Washington, D. C., the directing head 
of the Department of Child '"Welfare 
under the national defense body, a 
plan for the 
enlistment 
of home 


health volunteers and the tentative 
plan of the working program for Chil- 
dren's 
Year. In 
Washington

week, Dr. Pelxotto called together an 
Important 
conference including ex- 


perts on child life and the chairmen 
of the Child "Welfare departments In 
the state divisions where the scope, 
purpose and methods of this program 
were thoroughly discussed. 


This Is no playtime upon which, the 


women of the nation are entering, but 
a aerious minded and determined ef- 
fort to afford 
mothers and young 


children every opportunity for 
the 


preservation of'their life and health 
that In the end the preservation of 
the American people may be assured 
While war has given a new emphasis 
to this phase of service, It will always 
be as It has been a clearly patriotic 
•effort. 


Groups of women are to' be organ- 


ized into Home Health 
Volunteers 


(H. H. T.'s), the recruits pledging 
themselves to give from twelve to 
twenty-four 
hours' of service each 


week during Children's Tear. 
They 


may register for three forms of serv- 
ice: 
Messenger, medical and social 


service and trained mining. The first 
class wffl "be composed of women wh,o 
are willing to- do non-specialized work, 
to save time and energy to the expert. 
Here motor drivers, women 
with 


housewifely instincts will find their 
fields. In the second class volunteers 
should have some experience In out 


•_ work In dispensaries or hospitals, In 


the care of children or housewifery, 
in social service. They will ,be 
en- 


trusted under direction with the sim- 
ple service 
of personal and house 


hygiene. In. the third class will be 


•'found 
an opportunity for trained 


nunses who have retired from active 
work who are able to offer part time 
assistance. Four.lmportant Items are 
named In the list of general qualifica- 
tions; good health, due appreciation 
of the special knowledge 
of physi- 


cians and nurses and unqualified read- 
iness to seek and execute,these orders; 
the disposition to perform assigned 
tasks with regularity, precision and 
diligence; a sympathetic point of view 
about the foibles'of others and due 
modesty about one's own powers. 


Under the 
department of public 


protection 
of mothers, infants and 


young children, public health nurses 
will give demonstrations to mothers in 
their own homes by the establishment 
in so far as Is possible of Infant wel- 
fare and parental clinics. With re- 
gard to the community the subject of 
an abundant supply of milk will be 
looked Into, and a promotion of the 
weighing ana measuring tests. Chil- 
dren's health conferences wfll be en- 
couraged. Under home care and In- 


come will come sanitation and hygiene 
with particular attention given to 
housing", the enforcement of iousing- 
laws; recreation, for children, tha 
question of wages to fathers, of pen- 
sions to widowed mothers, the em- 
ployment of mothers. 


Tho work to be .done under this de- 


partment Is suggested as follows: (1)

for widows with children, sufficient 
for a fair standard of living; (4) take 
what steps needful to reduce the num- 
ber of working mothers to a mini- 
mum; (5) secure an eight-hour day 
and no night work for women; (6) 
enforcement of labor laws; (7) train- 
ing of women in budget making- and 
expenditure. 


In every state and communltv it 


will be asked that a campaign of edu- 
cation be undertaken against the em- 
ployment of children to meet 
their 


family's needs. Word has gone forth, 
against the shortening of the school 
term with a required nine months' 
minimum and against the employment 
of children under 16 away from their 
home town or in dangerous or harm- 
ful occupations.

There had evidently been discussion on this head, and 
It appeared that Phelan had satisfied himself that it 
was all right. At least, that is a reasonable inference 
from the way the Federal brigade was hunched by 
Postmaster -Fay, and the soldierly readiness with 
which its members fell in and declared themselves for 
Heney. But it would seem that it was not settled in 
black and white. The Senator has heard disturbing 
things and is rumored to be now less positive that 
Heney is just the candidate for the party to take up. 
Besides the uncertainty as to Heney's attitude on the 
Senatorial question is the progress that Woolwine is 
making, and the outspokenness of leading Democratic 
newspapers, not to 
cf the party 


organization notwithstanding the action of the Wash- 
ington coterie at the outset. For there has been no 
sign here that Heney would be an agreeable standard- 
bearer. All that has been done in his behalf is non- 
partisan. And this has emphasized the fact that Heney 
has not a flawless party record. It may have seemed 
Important at first to sterilize him" as to the senator- 
ship. But now that Woolwine is at least a possibility, 
there are others to be looked out for in this respect. 
At any rate, Senator Phelan is not unequivocal as to 
the Heney candidacy, and the situation is mystifying, 
if it is not positively in the air. 
Governor Stephens 


Governor Stephens is pursuing the even tenor of his 


way, doing some talking, but not too much. He doea 
not get into print voluminously, but with time, that 
fact is likely to impress the voting public. The fact is 
becoming emphasized that he is being regarded as a 
safe unemotional executive, and in the long run safety 
and equipoise are bound to meet with commendation 
from the responsible public. Not too swift movement 
Is being made in his behalf within the party. There is

door. Even his trifling misadventures on the road are 
gaining him genial consideration. His automobile has 
twice succumbed to untoward road conditions, and the 
fact has been set forth in a way to gain him pleasant 
publicity. Some insight of the general situation has 
been afforded by the withdrawal of Carnahan, and the 
unqualified statement that such withdrawal was due 
to the refusal of Senator Johnson to indorse his can- 
didacy.

A Case That Recalls Another 


The fining by Judge Dooling of the Postmaster of 


Salinas in the sum of §175 for undue activity during 
the presidential campaign of 1916 was one of the occur- 
rences in the Federal court last week that I have seen 
but slight mention of. The Postmaster, Clarence Ty- 
nan, essayed to make a hit with the powers that be by 
sending out letters of solicitation to fellow-postmasters 
for contributions to a campaign fund. He did not strike 
them hard—only f 10 apiece—and it does not appear in 
the news reports of the trial how much he realized; but 
the way he was found out is interesting. He had not 
kept tab on the strict party status of postmasters, and 
sent one of his solicitations to a member of another 
party. The unsympathetic recipient gave the scheme 
away to the authorities, and sent in the letter as Ex- 
hibit A. Hence the consequences. The incident recalls 
the case of former Collector of Internal Revenue Scott, 
w ho got into another kind of trouble, but who ia said 
to have performed similarly as to campaign activities, 
which action, instead of getting him in deeper, is 
understood to have had the reverse effect. His readi- 
ness to tell about the part lie took in raising campaign 
funds, in explanation of some of the charges, and the 
disinclination of the prosecution to have that phase ex- 
ploited, is believed to have ameliorated his position to 
the extent that he wa.s acquitted. The Salinas man 
had no side complication and came to grief.

Testimonial to Phil Teller 


An event was staged at the Commercial Club Satur- 


day that was not taken account of in the news columns, 
yet which was of a good deal of interest to the local 
commercial world. Six hundred members made an aft- 
ernoon of it and presented past president Phil Teller 
with a memento in appreciation of his services. He had 
been the president of the club four years. The Com- 
mercial Club is the successor of the old Merchants' 
Club, which the great fire put in a bad way. When it 
had gathered itself out of the ashes it had less than 
two hundred members. Its successor now has 1800. In 
preparation for the Panama-Pacific Exposition the 
Commercial Club carried out comprehensive plans. It 
took the fourteenth and 'two-thirds of the thirteenth 
stories of the Merchants' Exchange building, and made 
alterations to better fit them for dispensing hospital- 
ity to the visiting commercial world. Among other 
things the roof was raised to give proper proportions 
to the assembly and dining halls. This incurred an 
outlay of some §140,000, §60,000 of which has been paid 
off. Mr. Teller was the president through the exposi- 
tion year, and by his activity and comprehension of 
what was due from the city on its commercial side was 
a great factor in sustaining San Francisco's reputation 
for hospitality. The testimonial that his fellow-mem- 
bers tendered him was a most ornate mahogany stand

The Horse vs. the Auto 


We frequently read how the auto is displacing the 


horse, and we are able to take ocular account of the 
process in many instances; but there is one place where 
the horse is fairly holding his own, and that is wnero 
it might not be expected. It may have been noticed 
that most of the Wells-Fargo wagons are still drawn 
by horses. It may have been noticed, also, that such 
equipment is kept up equally well as when there was 
no other—young, well-groomed horses, and wagons in 
perfect repair—which would not be the case if they 
were simply wearing out the equipment in use when 
the auto truck made its appearance. Superintendent 
Field, at the stable headquarters on Folsom street, elu- 
cidates the situation, which would seem to argue that 
the horse is not likely to be crowded out of the express 
business for some time yet. Wells-Fargo use a num- 
ber of auto trucks and auto delivery rigs, but the com- 
pany never used more horses in its business than it 
does now. Formerly the zone of delivery extended no 
farther than Van Ness avenue. Now it goes to Thim- 
third avenue- nnd includes the populated districts be- 
yond Bernal Heights. The territory has expanded and 
the a-ato has teen requisitioned to take care of the 
growth. In close-in deliveries, which of course consti- 
tute the greater part of the express business in the city, 
the horse still holds .dominion. Where frequent stops 
are made on short routes in the level districts, the 
horse-drawn rig has the call. The auto is sent to out- 
lying districts and hilly sections. The company is con- 
stantly buying horses and wagons. Its great stables 
today are as well filled with equine tenants as in the 
days when they were the sole motor power. Horses 
have always been an interesting feature of the Wells- 
Fargo equipment. They are so well cared for and 
kindly treated, and seem so entirely equal to their 
work. This explanation as to the retention of horses is 
borne out by their use by other express companies, and 
vby draying firms. ^All of these firms maintain auto 
trucks, but the old-time vehicle still thunders along the 
city's paved way. 
A Californian Heard From 


George F. Weeks, for years an editor in California, 


turns up in Washington as the editor and publisher of 
the Mexican Review, a monthly pubication "devoted to 
the enlightenment of the American people In respect to 
the hopes, ambitions, beneficent intentions and accom- 
pishmeuts of the constitutionalist government of the 
Republic of Mexico."

East Street Viaduct

That viaduct across East street may be built, or it

Budget Making-Problem 


Those of the city officials who feel the burden of 


conserving the city's exchequer are perturbed over two 
recent Federal actions. Both restrict the sale of liquor. 
One affects this city and one Vallejo. The one affect- 
ing this city was in a way to close sixty saloons; but it 
has been reconsidered and there will be no Immediate 


power of the Federal government to instantly wipe out 
all saloons at any time. The reason why city officials 
are taking account of this is that the city depends on 
liquor licenses for about $880,000 of its revenue. There 
is yet one quarter to be paid in this fiscal year, or $220,- 
000. If this should be cut off there would be such a 
hole in the city's finances as to cause great distress. 
But further than that,' the summary way the Federal 
authorities have of coming down on the liquor business 
is going to put a new element of uncertainty into the 
work of budget-making. 
The revenue from saloon 


licenses is thus made precarious, and just where the 
sum that has been figured in this item is to certainly 
come from, so there will be no chance taken, promises 
to be a problem. 
War and Music 


A curious result of the war, as detailed by one of 


the proprietors of a great London department store 
now sojourning in this country, is the increased sale of 
pianos. This is accounted for in the prosperity of the 
working class, and their ability to purchase and own 
Instruments that seemed far beyond them In other; 
days; and in the stringency felt by many who were Bee- 
ing better days before the war, and have had to dispose 
of some of their possessions, and also in the changed 
circumstances of some who were purchasing on the 
Installment plan and were unable to keep the Installi 
nients up. But aside from piano purchases there la a 
noticeable expansion of the music vogue. There seems 
to be something in the martial spirit that excites to 
music—or that demands it. Song writers are at work 
in all parts of the country trying to strike the keynote 
as to the great war song. We have had some composi- 
tions that have a vogue, but none that has been eb> 
tuned to the universal ear, as a half-dozen were during 
our civil war. 
Ticket Speculators 


San Francisco was never seriously afflicted with 


ticket speculators. Once in a while there arrives an 
attraction with a general appeal that affords the ticket 
speculator his opportunity; but it is not so frequent 
as to build up a class of parasites that make it a regu- 
lar business, as is the case in the larger Eastern cities. 
For instance, in advertisements of a prima donna re- 
cently appearing in New York papers, this paragraph 
is noted: "Warning—A small number of tickets have 
come into possession of unscrupulous speculators. The 
locations and numbers of these tickets are in our pos- 
session. They will not be accepted at the doors." They 
evidently have laws to meet such an emergency, for It 
is doubtful if tickets of admission, once issued, could 
thus be dishonored here. But this same artist is to 
appear here, and there have been warnings that the 
same tactics would be attempted. There is no set plan 
to combat such business, but already something has 
been dona. The usual plan of sending announcements 
to known music patrons has been omitted because of 
the chance of thus affording speculators an oppor- 
tunity.

Trucks Is Announced 


Deliveries over parcel posts aggregat- 


ing between throe and four thousand 
miles by motor truck within tho next 
three months Is the aim announced by 
Postmaster-General Burleson. 


Orrti chain of motor truck routes will 


link up Portland, Maine, with Now Or- 
leans and another will cover a large 
stretch of territory in Ohio, Illinois, In- 
diana and West Virginia. Routes to be 
established 
on tho Pacific Coast will 


pass through Stockton and Fruitvalo, bo- • 
tweon San Francisco and Sacramento, 
Cal., a distance of 12D miles, and through 
Ontario and Pomona, between Badlands 
and Lou Aiieoloa, » distance of seventy- 
six miles. 


It la tho belief of tho Postotflce De- 


partment 
that the operation of those 


routes and othora to bo established, will 
materially aid in tho distribution and In 
lowering tho cost of food products. 


Tho existing law does not provide for 


the cmploj mcnt of government owned 
motor Inictcs on rural delivery Tbutcs, 
nor Ooes It requlro tho rural carders to 
use motor vehicles.

FARED WORSE.

to havo fared worse than tho rest of us. 
They came over early In the game, most 
of them straight from thu bordm- with 
only a few days in tho East,' and went 
into training Immediately. They were 
quartered up where the war lias leTt an 
obvious mark and taken most of tho su- 
perficialities. 
They've been going hard 


ever since, learning everything of 
the 
latest weapons, maneuvers, signals and 
military science That the French, British 
anfl Americans had to teach them. .They 
are probably Uie soundest bunch ot men, 
physically, In the world. And yet they're 
groally neglected. This is because they 
como from tho United States in general 
nnd no place in particular. Most of the 
regiments here come from a distinct lo- 
cality, and tho folka back home organ- 
ize welfare societies and send 'em to- 
baacco and sweaters, but tho regulars 
don't get In on this.

There has been much said and-more 


written concerning the futility of a 
woman becoming wed lo a man and 
then trying to reform him, but in "The 
Girl From Keller's," Harold BUndloss 
tells of two women who did this, and, 
although both suffero in the doing, 
they succeeded, and thereby proved 
tho exception to what is considered 
by all well-regulated minds the rule, 


However, the trials of these two 


women, far apart in many ways but 
united in a common sympathy, Is not 
all there is to the story, for BUndloss 
knows right well tho great Canadian 
Northwest, and "The .Girl from Kel- 
ler's" adds to the reputation lhat a 
long list of stories dealing with con- 
ditions in lhat land of wide sweep and 
lonesome distances has made for him.

On his visits to Chnrnoelt's cabin 
Fcsting has become Infatuated by a 
picture ot an English girl lo whom 
Charnock wan engaged when he came 
to Saskatchewan. 


Fcstlng deckkvs that he will lake a 


vacation and go to Kngland before ho 
begins the life of a rancher, and Char- 
nock surprises him- by requesting that 
when he gets to Kngland ho explain 
what a letter has attempted to do— 
namely, the reason Charnock has re- 
leased Helen Dalton from their en- 
gagement.

Mother Gooso had a house, 
'Twas built In a wood, 
Where an owl at the door 
For a sentinel stood." 


This is about all the world in gen- 
eral knows about Mother Goose's" his- 
tory; to most people she has always 
been a myth, an old woman who lived 
among the clouds, and who could 
reach the utmost spot of the earth's 
compass In a trice astride oC the 
broad back of her trusty goose. 


Yet, once upon a time, this very 


Mother Goose, whom the rhyme tells 
us "lived in a wood," was born, bred 
and died in Boston Town, the blrlh- 
placo o£ so many of our most famous 
authors; and who more famous than 
she, whom ovei'y child reveres?

It 'is a disputed 
question as to 


whether it was the Mary Goose in- 
scribed 
here, or Elizabeth 
Goose, 
Isaac's second 
wife, whose maiden 


name was Elizabeth Poster and who 
died at the rlpo old ago of 72, and is 
supposed to be buried In this same 
noted old burial plot, though there is 
nothing: to mark her resting place. 


It would seem more probable that 


Eliwibeth 
Gooso was 
tho 
nursery 


rhymer, as Mary Goose died at too 
early a date to make the connection 
seem 
authentic. 


Whichever it was, it is the grave ot 


Mary Gooso which receives all tho 
homage of visitors from all parts -oc 
the world; it Is all wo have of cither 
women, and distinction in such a case 
must not bo drawn too finely. 


The first wife of tho husband of 


such a noted woman Is enough in it- 
sclC to draw attention to tho spot. It 
IH marvelous in itself to know that tho 
Mother Goose who always seemed a 
wraith, a sort of elfin creature, was a 
real 
livo woman, with 
sons 
and 


daughters 
and 
grandchildren, 
for 


whom she sang 
those famous olfl 


jingles of hers. 
It was her grandson, Thomns Fleet, 


who first brought them before tho 
public, printing I hem In 1810. Away 
down under tho 
crumbly 
old sod 


covering this renowned grave, is all 
that Is mortal of this child-loving old 
woman, for such she must have been 
to have touched so cleverly and with 
such charming grace tho simple sub- 
ject best fitted to please and fasci- 
nate the infant mind, 


"Mother Goose" la first upon tho 


lips of everyone who visits this sacred 
old spot. Child and man alike kneel 
and read the blurred inscription, won- 
dering that they had not known this 
life-long friend of theirs had onco 
been a flesh and blood woman. 


Probably no one author has had so 


large a circulation as this "Mother 
Goose," nor probably ono who re- 
ceived less remuneration for her ef- 
forts, their publication not occurring 
until 381fl, after she'had been laid to 
rest in tho quiet old spot among her 
renowned neighbors. 


The tiniest "tot In the cradle has 


loved and feared in turn tho erratic 
old woman who sang such fascinating 
songs long before this century began. 
Perched upon his father's knee, tho 
baby has llsteited in round-eyed won- 
der to words that savor of a deep and 
awful mystery.

trot,

Tho musician of exquisite refine- 


ment and sensitive soul will rind littio 
to solace him In tho school of music 
that is coming into being In the train- 
ing: camps of America. Nuance and 
subtlety there Is none. It ia popular 
music, and to tho dilettante music la 
likely to be synonymous with bad 
mus.lc. 


But it is with popular music that 


tho instructors in tho war camps aro 
bringing about a transformation that 
will mean much lor tho musical futuro 
of this nation. They aro making; of 
Americans something: they have never 
boon before. They are making- them 
siiifflng men aa well as matching: men. 


Characteristically, perhaps, wo have 


approached tho teaching of singing 
from a persistently practical point of 
view. It was to rrako better soldiers, 
to piomolo unity of feeling:, that song 
loaders wore plicod in tho tiatnlnsr 
camps 
AmcjJeans might havo gone 


on reeling embarrassed when aomo 
singer from across tho water, after 
singing a popular air during a vaude- 
villo performance, called upon them 
to "join In tho chorus," or when they 
were called upon to join in singing 
tho national anthem. But tho war 
came, and with It tho need of utltllz- 
ing every forco possible tor unifying 
tho spirit of man. So music becamo 
the hairdtnaid of tho "War Depart- 
ment. 


TOUCHES OROSS-SKOrrON. 


Musics has always been called Into 


service where thei e wero emotions to 
express. The children of Israel wailed 
of their woes In caplttvity, and sot up 
a song- of triumph over the fall of 
Babylon. IK 13. Krchbiel tells of tho 
strangely inovlng effect of tho choral 
song in a Dahoman village, in. hla 
"Afio-Amcrlcan Folkbongs." It is not 
strange, then, that music should bo 
sought out and made to servo (ho 
present need. 
^ 


It is not in its utilitarian aspect, 


however, that this situation becomes 
Interesting to tho munlcian, but In tho 
question as to the effect upon mualo 
itself 
and 
Its future 
In America, 


Ijarg-o sums of money ore expended 
each year on opera and symphony In 
Now York, ChlcjLgo, BosUn and other 
great cities. But tho music thus pro- 
vided has reached but a sin ill fringe 
of the entire people. That music has 
not found a homo hero in a real sense 
is evidenced by tho bparblly of Amer- 
ican composers, nnd the small amount 
of encouragement accorded to tho new 
work of native composers who m.ay be 
unknown, which is probably less than 
Jn any other clvill/ted ruitlon 


The great movement for community 


Dinging and training camp singing 
that is sweeping over tho country 
holds the promise for a change In tills 
condition- Thomas Whitney Surctto, 
lecturer and writer on musical topics, 
said recently aftur visiting several 
army camps: 


"Tho musical Instruction which the 


men in tho army camps are now re- 
ceiving may mean more to the mushjol 
futuro of this country tnan all tho 
operas and oratoi ios ever presented 
here. In reaching the American sol- 
dier one touches a typical cross-sec- 
tion of American life, and if tho right 
kind of music can bo Introduced Into 
the army camps at this time It wlU 
have a lasting effect on tho musical 
taste of tills country." 


lalSARN O1J> FOLKSONGS. 


Tho same thought is echoed by John 


Alden Carpenter, one of the most ad- 
vanced and 
gifted American com- 


posers. Ho said: 
"What la going to bo the effect on 


the futuro of American music of this 
seed that Is being planted now In tho 
American army? It seems to mo that 
thero aro enormous possibilities, and 
I should not be surprised, when the 
future 'American school of music* ia 
traced to its source, if tho develop- 
ment of music In tho army wero found 
to bo one of tho Important tributaries/ 
to the stream."

"They are learning the words 
and rnu&lc of most of the old folksong 
classics of our race, which you and I 
havo been either too la?y or too 
sophisticated to learn. They are find- 
ing hours of leisure when they can 
listen to tho regimental band op 
orchestra, or to eomo of the musical 
artists who are visiting tho camps, 
They are going to have a more sym- 
pathetic understanding of tho social 
and moral value of music, and will 
bo moro willing to BUI port It finan- 
cially and to take part in It when th« 
war Is over." 


BASIS OP NATIO.VATjTSM. 


Music which is Bung by tho people 


and heard by tho pooph with pleasure 
may become a vita] tiling In the life of 
the race. Music which Is merely tho 
diversion of a select few who havo tho 
leisure to cultivate tho graces of Ilfo 
can never attain tills richness and 
Vitality. 
Antcus-like, 
music 
must 


touch earth from time to time, to llvo 
and grow. 


It is because wo-have not boon a 


singing people that music has boon 
loft to tho dilettante, to our own loss 
and that of music itself. Not until wo 
liayo learned to Bliig -will we begin to 


produce music; for tho inspiration of 
tho composer must come from tho 
Bong of the peoplo. It In upon tho 
volco of the people that ev<;ry national 
school of music has boon built; and 
happy has been the group of musicians 
intent upon instilling nationalism Into 
music who have had a rich field of 
folk music to which to turn, us had 
tho "Five" in llussla. This dependency 
of tho composer upon the Konps of tho 
race is well Bpokeri for by Felipe Ped- 
ro!!, a Spanish composer, who hnb in- 
fluenced the course of music In his 
own country, ^.n his "Handbook" lie 
wrote:

WASHINGTON, March 16.— 


Self-determination as to tlieir 
political future is proposed for 
the people of Ireland in a joint 
resolution introduced late today 
by Senator Gallinger of New 
Hampshire. 


The action fcllovrs the visit 


of a large delegation of Irishr 
Americans to Congress yester- 
day. The joint resolution reads: 


"Resolved, that the applica- 


tion in case of the Irish people 
of the great principle of self- 
determination as interpreted by 
the President of the United 
States in his discussion of the 
fundamental and indispensable 
condition of a lasting peace, 
will constitute a source of genu- 
ine gratification to the people 
and government of the United 
States, sincerely solicitous as 
they are for the harmony and 
prosperity of the two great peo- 
ples. 


"And be it further resolved, 


that the two houses of Congress 
concur in th« belief that the ef- 
fect of willingness on the part 
of the people and of the govern- 
ment of Great Britain to per-

AMERICA AND HER IVAR PERIL 


Observations From the Front. 


By CONGRESSMAN GEORGE H. 


of Massachusetts. 


(A Speech in the House of 


Representatives. ) 


I have spent most of the last two 


months there, and during tlia.t time 
visited the American headquarters and 


artillery, aeroplanes, machine guna 
ammunition, about which the Ameri- 
can public now knows, but of all other 
general suppUes so necessary for mak- 
ing war—such supplies as auto trucks, 
machinery, tools, wood, nails, camp 
kitchens and many other absolutely 
essential things. Neither France nor 


some of the 
American camps in England have these supplies in suf- 


France. I traveled along the English. 


tin, and along the French front from 
St. Quentin to Verdun. I 
traveled 


along- the Italian front from Venice 
and the mouth of the PIa\o to the 
Asiago plateau. I also visited Paris 
and Rome. Many of the 
places to 


which I went I had visited often be- 
fore this great war. 


My information has been gathered 


from many sources; from personal ob- 
servations and from conversations with 
men of various nationalities in mill 
tary, naval, diplomatic, political and 
other employment. 


America wants the truth, and It Is 


•vital that America have the truth. The 
picture of the military situation in Eu- 
rope as reproduced in America is often 
not true, particularly in relation to 
America's military efforts there and 
the conditions in Germany. The truth 
in Europe, where America is to play 
her great and victorious part, is that 
today the Central powers have achiev- 
ed all of their greater military object- 
ives, with the exception of the tak- 
ing of Paris, the attempt to take Ver-

The situation In Italy on the econ- 


All of the 
people north of Rome live on wheat 
and corn meal, and on tho 1st of De- 
cember there waa only three months' 
supplies on hand. Unless America Is 
able to supply wheat and corn meal 
to Italy in sufficient quantities be- 
fore It is too late, a revolution such 
as occurred in Russia will not be un- 
likely. The Italian soldiers are fight- 
Ing with great valor and skill, but 
their supplies, hospital service and 
food are not such as a modern army 
absolutely requires. 


The submarine situation Is much, 


more acute than the people are al- 
lowed to believe. The total allied and 
neutral tonnage sunk per month, 
which Is not totaled for publication, 
exceeds the new tonnage launched, 
and this has been so for many months 
and will exceed the new tonnage 
launched until July 1, even if the 
plans of the allied and neutral gov- 
ernments are all carried through suc- 
cessfully. The r-ledlterranean is prac- 
tically controlled by the submarines, 
and the number of submarines and 
their efficiency seem to be Increasing, 
although, the American and British 
efforts against the submarines have 
been crowned with much success.
